ease. And behind rcn a crowd of people 
who wwe interested in the, odd spectacle 
of a craft that would sail on laud. It is 
not a boat, nor a bicycle, nor a cart, 
bnt a combination of all three, aud it 
runs a little lifce each one, although ut 
a distance op the street it has every ap- 
pearance of a full rigged sailboat com- 
ing down under a good wind over the 
pavement. 


The inventors of this odd pneumatic 


sail cart are Lawrence W. Osbortie and 
his brother Harold, who live ut 4455 
Grand boulevard. The boys built the 
entire machine themselves, rigged it 
with sails arid invented a lever steering 
gear that beats the ordinary pilot's 
wheel all to pieces. As you will sec 
from the picture, it consists of a Ion 
narrow platform set oa four bicycle 
wheels aad built strongly enough to 
rapport the mast and rigging, besides 
the weight of tho TWO boys. The two 
rear wheels are regular pneumatic tired 
bicycle wheels, and the front enos v.'»re 
takeu from a boy's cushion tire bicycle. 


The mast is set almost at the cent«r 


of the cart, and it is about 7 feet high, 
with a stout boom properly lashed at 
tho lower edge of the mainsail. In front 
the boys have a correctly proportioned 
jibsail. Both of these sails are made of 
coarse sheeting, very neatly put to- 
gether. The odd cruft is .steered by a 
lever made of a piece of eld broomstick 
and controlling the front wheels by 
means of short pieces of rope. At the 
rear end cf the platform there is a little 
bos. where cue of the sailors may sit. 
The other ranft take his chances on the 
platform, aero~s which the boom is like- 
ly to be swept at any moment. 


The cart does not sail wTell unless 


there is a good strong wind. 


"We paiif-d a pood deal on the water 


last sniL.rui'.r," said L;i\yreu<.'a iu ex- 
plaining about it, "anil when we got 
back to Chicago it occurred to ns to 
build a machine th:it would sail on 
laud.

It seemed miraculous that an awful 


railway accident was averted Satur- 
day. Train No. 6 going north, and 
due to leave here at 12:45 p. m. 
was the one to which the accident, 
occurred. The train was drawn by 
engine 106. Engineer Pi trick Doolln 
was at the throttle and 
Jerry 


Bowsher was his 
fireman. 
The 


train was in charge of conductor 
Hsgdon. The train had left Piqua 
cm time acd was making the run to 
Sidney at about 60 naUes an hour. 
When about midway the side rod- on 
tbe engineer's side broke about in 
the middle and began to fly around 
with terrlfflc force with each revolu- 
tion of the wheel. The section 
fastened to the rear wheel struck the 
cab beneath the engineer's seat an 
awful blow. 
Doolie was thrown 


furward and bis chest struck against 
the throttle, shutting off tbe steam. 
The second revolution the engineer 
was thrown back onto tbe rear part 
ot the tender. At the'same time the 
side rod on tbe opposite side of tbe 
engine also broke and gave the en- 
gine a sudden jerk. Tbe fireman 
was standing in front of the boiler 
and had been throwing coal into the 
firebox. The jerk threw him back 
onto the tender. He was frightened 
and would have jumped bad be not 
taken the advice of his engineer to 
lay quietly. Both side rods were re- 
volving rapidly, whipping the cab to 
pieces and tearing off the machinery 
on the sides of the engine. The air 
was full of broken timber and steel. 
Every time the rods would revolve 
they would strike the ties and give a 
sudden jerk to the train and that tbe 
train was not thrown from the track 
seems miraculous. 
Had it been 


thrown from the track when it was 
moving so rapidly many persons 
would have been seriously injured. 
As it was no one was burt except the 
engineer who was bruised on the left 
foot and left leg 
He bad a seaip 


wound on the top of bis head. 


So quickly did it occur engineer 


Doolin could not tell how he was 
hurt. 
The train ran half a mile and then 


csme to a standstill, much to the re- 
lief of the train crew and passengers, 
who were frightened by the flying 
misiles and awful jerking of tbe cars 


The engine of the local freight 


was attached 
to the 
train and 


brought it loL'ma, arriving two hours 
late. The engine was brought to 
Lima and ran into the shops far re- 
pairs. 
Ifc is in a bad condition. 


What caused the accident no one 


seems to know. The steel rods were 
not crystalized, but the steel was 
fibery and in good condition. The 
engine was ote of thelarge passenger 
engines and was thoroughly oyer- 
banlett founcen-months ag<~. 


Engineer Doaltn considers his es- 


cape foitucate and canuot under- 
stand hew he and his fireman escaped 
serious injury. Mr. DooUn's clotbes 
under his cab seat were torn to 
shreds acd everytbios; broken that 
was in it. The fireman received no 
injuries.
